His name came 
up when the Reds said it would 
be impossible for Red Cross rep- 
resentatives to accompany all Al- 
lied prisoners to the exchange 
points. 

“This would not be mandatory 
for all prisoners,” Col. George 
Hickman, Allied officer, replied. 
“Tt would be idle, for instance, to 
accompany Gen, Dean to the ex- 
change point.”

DEGREES FALSELY 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 13 (AP) 


dismissed its head psychologist 
after two foreign universities de- 
nied they had granted him de- 


grees. 

Dr. L. W. Jaquith, director of 
Mississippi’s main mental insti- 
tution, announced yesterday that 
Dr. Vincent J. Daly had been 
dismissed because he could not 
fulfill educational standards re- 
quired for the post. Dr. Daly 
was employed in 1950. The lack 
of degrees was discovered in a 
routine check. 

“He showed us a master’s de- 
gree in psychology from Oxford 
University in England and a doc- 
tor’s degree in psychology from 
(the University of) Berne, Swit- 
zerland,” Dr. Jaquith said. “We 
later wrote these universities 
and both replied he had not re- 
ceived the degrees.” 

Dr. Jaquith said Dr. Daly had 
organized a newspaper for the 
patients at the hospital and “per- 
formed his duties in a way that 
did not warrant any criticism.” 


DENMARK APPOINTS GUARD

Presidential Secretary Joseph 
Short told reporters that neither 
Browdy nor Sabath was author- 
ized to quote the President.

Asked whether he was saying 
the President had not made the 
remarks attributed to him by 
Browdy, Short replied:

I'm sure some people in 
their enthusiasm confuse their 
own remarks with those of the 
President.” ; 

Browdy, after a call at the 
White House, said: “I urged upon 
him to run for re-election. He 
said he would make up his mind 
within the next 10 to 15 days. I 
think he’s going to run again.” 

Browdy is a textile operator 
with mills in Alabama and Geor- 
gia. 

Yesterday. Sabath represented 
the President as feeling he had 
had enough of ‘the job but as 
willing to run again if he became 
convinced it would serve world 
peace. 

Sabath said Truman told him 
the presidency is “a killing job” 
but that if he “actually felt he 
would be of aid and help to 
America and the world in bring- 
ing about a peace,” in that case 
he would be willing to “sacrifice 
himself and possibly. shorten his 
life expectancy.” 

Politicians recalled that other 
White House callers gave similar 
reports after talking to the late 
President Roosevelt just before 
he accepted nominations for third 
and fourth terms. 

The Sabath report got speedy 
circulation among members of 
Congress and political leaders 
anxious to pierce the Truman 
mystery. 

Meantime, Senator Kefavrver of 
Tennessee, the only announced 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination, said in a speech at 
Chicago: “Without regard to poli- 
tics, it is our duty to eliminate 
wrongdoing in government. It 
is our duty to join on a non- 
partisan basis to fight the influ- 
ence of criminals and the unholy 
alliance between them and some

“Whether it’s today or to- | 
morrow, it’s coming.” | 

Mine Code Criticized. 

The hearing ended with an ad- 
dress to the commission by 
Franklin County State’s Attorney 
Joseph W. Hickman. He said the 
present state mine code gives the 
state’s attorney “woefully inade- 
quate tools with which to work,” 
pointing out that violations of the 
code are classed only as misde- 
meanors punishable by a maxi- 
— fine of $500. He recom- 
mended heavier penalties, and ex- 
pressed his readiness to act if 
anyone filed complaints on which 
criminal charges could be based. 
The mine is to be re-inspected 
to check on the management’s 
contention that the spread of the 
explosion was not due to inade- 
quate rock-dusting. 

The Chicago, Wilmington & 
Franklin Coal Co. is disputing 
the findings of federal and state 
investigators who have agreed 
that the explosion, originating 
with ignition of methane gas, 
was spread through self-propa- 
gated explosion of coal dust 
which should have been made 
incombustible by application of 
more powdered limestone. 

Commission Chairman Sam 
Cape said he has asked federal 
and state investigators and com- 
pany representatives to take part 
in the re-inspection. 

Management Theory. 

Management witnesses have ex- 
pounded to the commission a 
theory that the original methane 
explosion broke airdox pipes car- 
rying highly compressed air. They 
argued that the air thus released 
was strong enough to pulverize 
coal from the roof and walls of 
passageways, producing so much 
new coal dust that the originally 
adequate rock dust proved insuf- 
ficient to prevent a chain of ex- 
plosions. 

Members of the commission 
said the company’s argument 
raised a question as to safety of 
the airdox method of mining, in 
which compressed air is substi- 
tuted for explosives in breaking 
up coal. 

Illinois law requires that rock 
dust must be applied to all work- 
ing areas in quantity sufficient to 
make the mixture of coal and 
rock dust at least 65 per cent in- 
combustible. A laboratory has 
been set up for analyses in en- 
forcement of this law. 

In the 12 months preceding the 
West Frankfort disaster, the Illi- 
nois Mines Department made 
only four laboratory tests of the 
combustibility of dust in Orient 
No. 2. Although each of these 
checks showed a dangerously low 
concentration of rock dust, no ad- 
ditional laboratory tests were 
made. 

Value of Visual Tests. 

This was brought out last night 
in the questioning of James Wil- 
son, state mine inspector. He 
said laboratory tests took “too 
long”—usually about a week—to 
be of value, and he contended that 
visual inspections of the dust in 
the mine were adequate. 

When Wilson appeared vague 
about inspection findings, James

mission, handed him laboratory

It was 
with the invocation “God save 
the King” that he announced his 
abdication in 1936 in favor of 
George because he could not live 
“without the woman I love”—the 
Baltimore-born, twice - divorced 
Wallis Warfield Simpson. 

»In Funeral Procession. 

It was announced that the 
Duke of Windsor will walk in 
the funeral procession with his 
brother the Duke of Gloucester, 
the Queen’s consort Prince Philip, 
Duke of Edinburgh, and the 16- 
year-old Duke of Kent, Windsor’s 
nephew. 

The earl marshal’s office said 
that barring any change before 
the official order of ceremonial 
for the funeral is issued tomor- 
row. the four will walk side by 
side. 

Asked how long he would stay 
in England, Windscr said, “I 
have no definite plans.” 

As the Duke arrived it was an- 
nounced that Dowager Quecn 
Mary will miss the funeral of her 
son.

BIGGEST SNOWFALL 
IN 20 YEARS STALLS 
NORTHERN MAINE 


MADAWASKA, Me., Feb. 13 
(AP)—High wind today whipped 
northern Maine’s heaviest snow- 
fall in 20 years into plowdefy- 
ing drifts. Colder weather added 
to the difficulties of digging out 
from drifts up to 10 feet high. 


Madawaska had 30.5 inches of 
new snow and the St. John river 
valley — the river marks the 
Maine-New Brunswick border— 
was practically snowbound. 


Highway travel was at a stand- 
still and trains ran far behind 
schedule, if at all. 

It snowed most of the night 
in Aroostook county. With 20 
inches of new snow, Caribou had 
44 inches on the ground. 

The storm knocked out tele- 
phone and power lines in several 
areas. In Ripley, a boy rode a 
horse« five miles to reach the 
nearest usable telephone to give 
the alarm for a fire. 

Although preceded by snow- 
plows, firemen could not reach 
the blaze, and the home of the 
boy’s father, Harold Dow, burned 
to the ground. 

Southern New England got no 
snow but was buffeted by north- 
west winds that reached gusts of 
80 miles an hour. 


NEHRU IS ELECTED 
BY BIG MARGIN IN 
PARLIAMENT RACE 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
today was elected to the national 
Parliament from Allahabad, his 
home district. He defeated a 
silent holy man and three other 
opposition candidates. 


Nehru polled 234571 votes. His 
immediate rival, bearded Prabhu 
Dutt Brahmachari, a Hindu holy 
man, polled 56,718 votes. 
Brahmachari, a rarity in poli- 
tics, gave Nehru the silent treat- 
ment during the campaign, He 
had taken an oath, as a means of 
self-purification, never: to speak. 
Despite the pledge, he presided 
over mass meetings and silently 
received the homage and applause 
of his supporters. Followers spoke 
for him.

Detroit Housewife Tells 
of Communist Plan to 
Go Underground

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (UP)— 
A Detroit housewife told yester- 
day how she served as a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation spy in the 
Communist party for nearly nine 
years. — 

Mrs. Bereniece Baldwin, 49- 
yéar-old part-time nurse, said she 
joined the party in May 1943, aft- 
er conferring with an FBI agent, 
and still holds party membership. 

Mrs. Baldwin testified before 
the Subversive Activities Control 
Board which is studying Com- 
munist activities to determine 
whether party members should be 
forced to register as Moscow-con- 
trolled agents under the McCar- 
ran Internal Security Act. 


Importance of Testimony. 
Her testimony was considered 
important because she is the first 
witness the Government has pro- 


duced who has been a member of 
the party since the Internal Se- 
curity Act was passed in 1950. 

Mrs. Baldwin testified she be- 
longed to several Detroit Commu- 
nist groups serving the west. side 
and east side areas, the Four- 
teenth Congressional Club and 
the “auto miscellaneous” group 
which included members from 
many of the big automotive fac- 
tories. 

Underground Leader. 

Mrs. Baldwin said that in the 
summer of 1948 the Communist 
clubs were broken up into small 
groups and she became leader of 
a five-member unit. She said 
Oscar Rodes, an organizational 
secretary, informed her she was 
a member of the underground. 

“He told me that the Commu- 
nist party was establishing an 
underground apparatus, that it 
was to have a reserve leadership, 
and that I was to be a member 
of that reserve,” she testified. 

As an underground member she 
was. to sever relations with other 
Communists — stay away from 
other party members and all party 
functions and await directions 
from top Communist leaders. 

Role Suggested by Husband. 

Mrs. Baldwin was a surprise 
witness at the hearing. 

She said the first suggestion 
that shé go into the party came 
from Harvey Baldwin, whom she 
later married and divorced. She 
said it was his idea that she go 
in and inform the Government 
about what was going on. She 
said he introduced her to the 
FBI agent after they were mar- 
ried. 

“The FBI agent suggested that 
I join the Communist party so as 
to report on the activities of the 
Communist party,” Mrs. Baldwin 


said. 

She told of attending an Earl 
Browder rally in Detroit on May 
10, 1943. Afterward, she said, she 
sought out a party member and 
asked for an application. She 
said her husband also joined but 
quit the party in 1948.

“Administrative Function.” 

The commission described the 
recent transfer order affecting 17 
police captains and lieutenants, 
directed by three members of the 
board, as “a purely administra- 
tive function.” 

This order, later halted by 
Board President Maurice G. Rob- 
erts, who opposed the transfers, 
“should never have been under- 
taken without the specific recom- 
mendation of the chief of police,” 
the crime commission said. 

“To make these or other drastic 
moves without his full concur- 
rence is a clear-cut contribution 
to the wrecking of the depart- 
ment, and the entire community 
is endangered accordingly,” the 
statement said. - 

‘Destroy the Morale.’ 
_ “When a board of police com- 
missioners, or any individual 
member or members tamper with 
the administrative functions of 
the chief without reason or ex- 
planation, they thereby destroy 
not only the confidence and re- 
spect of the men in their depart- 
ment in their chief, but they also 
destroy the morale of the entire 
department” the commission said, 

“And no police department can 
operate effectively to suppress 
crime and racketeering and en- 
force the laws, equitably and hon- 
estly, when it is demoralized from 
the top down.” 

Police Chief Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell is “one of the outstanding 
chiefs of police in the history of 
St. Louis,” yet there is no evi- 
dence indicating any of the trans- 
fers had his “recommendation or 
concurrence,” the commission 
pointed out. 

“There was no showing at any 
time that there was a full and 
thorough discussion of the situa- 
tion or the merits of each officer 
involved; nor was the need for 
specific transfers made clear, 
even to all members of the 
board.” 

‘Cloud of Suspicion.’ 


For the board to have so acted 
“casts a cloud of suspicion on the 
entire procedure, which is harm- 
ful to the functioning of the de- 
partment,” the commission point- 
ed out. 

Declaring that St. Louisans 
realize the benefit of having a po- 
lice department “with a minimum 
amount of political pressures and 
influence on it,” the commission 
said: 

“The people will not now be 
denied the right to continue that 
kind of living in this community 
by the actions of any police board 
or any member or members of 
that board or self-seeking politi- 
cians or other interests. 

“The sooner this is realized the 
better. The members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
are only the trustees of a mil- 
lion men, women and children. 

“As trustees they have no obli- 
gation to anyone other than the 
people whom they have sworn to 
serve to the best of their ability. 

“As trustees, they have a great 
and grave responsibility to resist 
any pressures from any groups 
or individuals who desire to use 
the department for whatever pur- 
poses, other than those it was 
intended to serve.” 

‘Investigate and Sift.’ 

The commission added: “The 
board should investigate and sift 
every report and rumor reflect- 
ing upon the integrity or the hon- 
esty of any officer in the depart- 
ment so that the validity of the 
charges may be justly arrived at. 

“If the conclusion then is that 
such changes should be made in 
the interests of the department, 
then let the board direct its own 
chief responsible administrative 
officer, the man who knows the 
department best, to recommend 
the most effective changes and 
personnel necessary to make those 
changes.”

The Defense Department's 
weekly total, based on notifica- 
tion to families for the week, 
showed 29 persons killed in ac- 
tion, 19 missing and 189 wounded. 


The report also listed a de- 
crease of 798 in the number of 
service men currently listed as 
missing in action. This followed 
a review of the “criteria” here- 
tofore used in establishing the 
status of men believed captured 
by the enemy. 


The department said that un- 
der the new system, it is listing 
816 more service men as prison- 
ers of war.

agents on large amounts

ignored by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau's intelligence unit, it was 
disclosed today. 

The information was given the 
House Tax Investigation subcom- 
mittee by George W. Teckert, an 
investigator of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, at an 
open hearing here. 

Heckert said he obtained the 
tips in the course of investigating 
a@ conspiracy on the part of some 
21 Chinese to obtain false evi- 
dence of American citizenship, 
chiefly through false birth certifi- 
cates, on which applications for 
passports were made. Davis was 
indicted with several Chinese, 
but was acquitted at a trial in 
1950. The Chinese were con- 
victed. 

Money From Chinese. 

As early as May 12, 1949, immi- 
gration agents reported to the 
intelligence unit they had reason 
to believe Davis was the recipient 
of large sums of money from a 
Chinese named Dickson Lee. Lee 
reportedly received the money 
from some of his compatriots and 
passed on part in the form of 
fees, Heckert said. 

Davis, he said, admitted re- 
ceiving $400 in one case, but in- 
formation developed from the 
Chinese indicated the sum was 
$1400. 

Heckert made it clear he re- 
ported the tips, which had not 
been veriifed, in the hope an in- 
ternal revenue investigation 
would assist him in the passport

MASSACRE FOUND 


Document Accusing Rus- 
sians of Killings Is 
Turned Up in ‘Dead’ 
Army Files. 


_— — 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
The Army disclosed today one of 
two long-missing documents bear- 
ing.on the massacre of 11,000 
Polish officers in Katyn forest 
in World War II has been un- 
covered. 


Maj. Gen. A. R. Bolling, chief 
of Army intelligence, said a 1943 
report by Col. Henry I. Szyman- 
ski, then American liaison offi- 
cer with the Polish army in Italy, 
had been found in “dead” files 
in Alexandria, Va. 


Like a later report from an- 
other United States officer, Col. 
John Van Vliet, the Szymanski 
report accused the Russians of the 
mass killing, 


The Army announced two years. 


ago that the original report from 
Van Vliet was missing. Later Van 
Vliet was asked to write from 
memory another report of a visit: 
to the scene of the massacre, 
which the Russians steadfastly 
have blamed on the Germans. 

Gen. Bolling told reporters to- 
day a search had turned up the 
original letter of May 25, 1943, 
from Col. Szymanski to Maj. Gen. 
George V. Strong, then chief of 
intelligence. 

Attached to the letter were 
eight of the nine additions pre- 
pared by the officer. Bolling 
said the ninth attachment was 
forwarded to Nuernberg at the 
time of the war crimes trial. 

The original Szymanski docu- 
ments are now in possession of 
Army Department legal officers, 
Gen. Bolling saic. 

Other Army officers said the 
documents will undoubtedly be 
made available, upon request, to 
the House comimttee investigat- 
ing the nine-year-old massacre. 

The committee already has in 
its files copies of the Szymanski 
documents made from his person- 
al records.

Letters are being sent to all & 
companies, accompanying NPA’s | 
notices of second-quarter allot- | 
ments of metal, which ask for | 
voluntary co-operation but carry | 
a warning of mandatory action 
if necessary. The letters read: | 


“The NPA is anxious to avoid | 
the necessity for the issuance of | 
regulatory orders designed to | 
achieve balanced production.” | 


In the interest of price sta- 
bilization,, Fowler said, NPA is | 
keeping “‘a constant, close check” 
of the output of household appli- | | 
ances and other goods.

Warns France 


U.S. May Drop 
Europe Defense 


Deputy Says Re- 
jecting German 
Troops Might 
Cause It. 


PARIS, Feb. 13 (AP). 


FORMER War Minister told 

the French Parliament today 

the United States may decide 
against defending Europe unless 
a European army with German 
soldiers in it is set up. 


Pierre Henri Teitgen, now a 
deputy of the Catholic Popular 
Republican party (M.R.P.), said a 
vote against the European army 
would encourage United States 
isolationists and lead to an 
American ee from Eu- 
rope. 

“I have seen the iden in the 
War Ministry,” he said. With- 
out American troops on the con- 
tinent,.an invasion of West Eu- 
rope would result in “fighting for 
10 days in Brittany and on the 
Mediterranean, evacuation of 
400,000 men, and waiting several 
years for a liberation that would 
leave only ruins and charnel 
houses,” he added. 

Later, answering reporters’ 
questions, Teitgen said the dossier 
he saw was a United States with- 
drawal plan when he was War 
Minister. in 1946 and explained: 

“The plan was drawn up by 
the Americans and French and 
doesn’t exist today, but the Amer- 
icans may go back to it if the 
Atlantic, pact or the European 
army plan collapse.” 

In the Assembly debate he said 
Americans launched the idea of 
rearming Germany, and “it was 
to thwart that that France pro- 
posed a European army.” 

He said if West Germany gets 
a national army rather than 
membership only in the European 
army, “she will turn to mili- 
tarism and not toward democ- 
racy. That would be the end of 
Europe.” 

The Assembly is in its third 
and final day of debate on the 
French-sponsored plan to create a 
common army of soldiers from 
France, West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. : 

Plans for the 43-division force 
have bogged down in a French- 
German quarrel over the Saar 
and West Germany’s demands for 
inclusion in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

These quarrels have created 
considerable hostility in the As- 
mae to the European army 
plan.

“How can the realization of 
nationalist aspirations in such a 
country as Tunisia or Morocco or 
Iran be reconciled with the need 
to bring Western progress to 
these countries?” 

Probably the outstanding argu- 
ment in favor of the status quo 
in such a place as Tunisia is that 
the Arabs themselves would be 
likely to perpetuate the -dog-like 
conditions in which most of their 
people have lived since the days 
of the Prophet. 

Most fair-minded Frenchmen, 
and many outstanding French co- 
lonial administrators, will admit 
that France has dallied badly at 
the job of raising standards of 
living in such places as Tunisia 
and Algeria.

There, as elsewhere, officials 
have been fascinated by the po- 
litical angles of “empire-busting” 
and bored by the bread-and-but- 
ter problems which it involves. 

Even Trygve Lie told a press 
conference last week that the im- 
provement of domestic conditions 
in Arab countries was an “inter- 
nal problem” about which the 
United Nations could not do very 


much, 
Ignored by Arabs. 


The Arabs themselves appear ’ 
to have done even less thinking 
on this important subject than 
the hated foreigners. 

“If the Europeans stop robbing 
us of our natural wealth we will 
get along fine” is the stock an- 
swer. Some moderate Arabs in 
Tunisia and Algeria who have 
been occupied with the undra- 
matic problems of land distribu- 
tion, medical services and educa- 
tion say they would be faced by 
colossal problems if they sud- 
denly acquired internal sovereign- 
ty and became responsible for 
their own services.

Next day, Chinese counselor 
Chen Chi-mai cabled a top-secret 
report to Chiang Kai-shek, dated 
Sept. 15, 1949, as follows: 

“Yesterday my humble self, 
Chen Chi-mail, met Gen. Albert 
Wedemeyer. General told me 
that an aluminum magnate, Mr. 
Reynolds, relayed a message to 
him that the Chinese Govern- 
ment intended to hire him at 
$5,000,000, if he would give up 
his military career in the United 
States Government to go to China 
to assist us in the anti-Commu- 
nist activities. 

“Gen. Wedemeyer said he al- 
ways has great sympathy toward 
our anti-Communist policy, and 
especially holds you in great es--: 
teem as a leader. He is willing 
to try his best whenever possible, 
if he finds himself in a position 
to be of service to you as an in- 
dividual. 

“However, his opposition to the 
presen: United States foreign poli- 
cy is a well-known fact. There- 
fore, if he comes to China as a 
private citizen in a private capaci- 
ty, it will be certain that he would 
not be supported by the United 
States Government. So nothing 
can be accomplished. He also said 
he could get by financially. If we 
have such a large sum of money, 
private or public, it should be 

used for the welfare of the peo- 
ple in order to enhance the force 
against the Communists.”

Hanson W. Baldwin, The New York Times’ 
military analyst, says the retention of Earl Blaik 
as football coach and athletic director ‘“‘comes 
as a blow to many in the Army who had hoped 
a ‘new deal’ was in store at West Point.” The 
Military Academy superintendent, Maj. Gen. 
Frederick A. Irving, had said that “we will con- 
tinue not to overemphasize football.” But there 
is nothing in the record to prove that this has 
been the policy. 

For many years West Point’s football team was 
very nearly the best in the country. Coach Blaik 
himself conceded that the Academy recruited 
star players and gave them special tutoring to 
stay in the “big time.” His success ended only 
when the cribbing scandal broke and nearly the 
whole varsity team was dismissed for cheating 
in examinations. : 


Yet apparently even this scandal has not 
shocked the Academy into any real change in 
athletic pclicy. Consequently prominent gradu- 
ates of the Point are asking whether the foot- 
ball uniform merits special recognition among 
the uniforms of cadet gray. Maj. Gen. George 
L. Van Deusen, retired, has written Gen. Irving 
to charge that overemphasis of football was 
largely responsible for instilling false values 
leading to the cribbing scandal. 

This is a straightforward question for Gen. 
Irving. The Academy's job is to produce mill- 
tary leaders, not big league football. And the 
cribbing scandal suggests that keeping up mass 
entertainment on the gridiron is not compatible 
with the Military Academy’s high traditions.

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A T-Man Retires 


At a time when the Treasury Department and 
its Bureau of Internal Revenue are trying to 
restore public confidence in income tax opera- 
tions, it is good to reflect on the career of 
Arthur P. Madden. He is retiring as head of 
Treasury’s intelligence unit in Chicago, and 20 
years ago Mr. Madden was one of the men who 
helped build confidence in the federal tax 
agency. 

That was when President Hoover ordered his 
agents to put Al Capone in jail. It was a tough 
job. Elmer L. Irey, then head of the T-men, 
calied in Agents Madden and Pat O’Rourke, who 
later actually joined the Capone gang and risked 
his neck to expose it. 

Madden was more optimistic than the others 
about jailing the hitherto untouchable Capone. 
He had, .as Irey noted in the book “The Tax 
Dodgers,” made a “professional and amateur 
hobby of Al Capone for a decade.” And Mad- 
den offered a ruthless picture of the gang chief: 

Al is a fathead. He is one mobster who 
doesn't care about money. He wants to be 
the Big Guy, and if he can take the bows he 
doesn’t care much who gets the cash, just 
so long as he can bet on horses, buy the 
horrible junk he calls clothes and collect 
jewelry.

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Ills of Imported Labor 
The jailing of 33 Mexican laborers in St. Louis 
is only one of many distressing consequences of 
importing seasonal labor for agriculture. 


Workers thus imported, this year as in years 
past, have been all too often the victims of poor 
wages, slum housing, bad food, and unsanitary 
living conditions. They have competed for jobs 
with citizens of the United States who are able, 
willing and available to employers, given decent 
wages, decent working conditions. And they 
have presented grave problems of public health, 
as well as a serious problem in policing, the lat- 
ter now being demonstrated in a nation-wide 
round-up of illegal entrants and bond-jumpers. 

Neither the farm owner nor Congress has 
dealt in practical terms with the problems of 
farm labor. In importing Mexican labor, they 
have only evaded and temporized, instead. 

A presidential commission which made a thor- 
ough study of the subject reported last year that 
the additional manpower needed on the farms 
could be supplied by the existing domestic labor 
force. It went into considerable detail to show 
that farmers could get all the help they wanted 
simply by making the jobs attractive enough for 
people accustomed to American standards of liv- 
ing to be drawn into them. 

The seasonal-importation plan is equally un- 
fair to Mexican and American farm laborers. It 
is an invitation to trouble of many kinds. The 
constructive alternative is to make the job situ- 
ation on American farms healthy enough not to 
require periodical blood transfusions from across 
the border.

James B. Martin, counsel for the Illinois Min- 
ing Investigation Commission, follows the sound- 
est possible course in opening the official West 
Frankfort mine disaster inquiry fo everyone who 
wishes to testify. 

The coroner’s inquest into the death of the 
119 victims was handled so as to discourage tes- 
timony critical to the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin Coal Co. In view of the severe criti- 
cisms of the mine owners by inspectors and em- 
ployes immediately after the explosion, such tes- 
timony becomes a most necessary part of the 
“record. 

It is more important by far that each witness 
who can throw light be called to the stand than 
that the hearing at Benton be finished on any 
scheduled day. Accordingly let all who have in- 
formation to contribute ask Mr. Martin to put 
them on the list of witnesses. 

The very fact that this disaster occurred makes 
one or more people responsible. Let Chair- 
man Cape and his colleagues on the commission 
seek corrective legislation if they will. But first 
let them record testimony which will show who 
failed to give the dead miners the protection 
which was their right. Let the investigators 
probe with equal vigor the failures of the com- 
pany, which owns the mine, and the state au- 
thorities, who pronounced it safe when it was 
a death trap.

One of the most human problems now 
facing the world is what to do with Eu- 
rope’s surplus 5,000,000 population. 

Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada, stand- 
ing in grandly isolated power, has succeed- 
ed in frustrating 5,000,000 lives. Nothing, 
perhaps, save the equally heroic efforts of 
the handful of Congressmen who succeed- 
ed in delaying, far beyond the patience of 
many Americans, shipments of wheat to 
the starving people of India, is compara- 
ble to Senator Mc- 

Carran’s individual 
achievements. 

Horatio McCarran 
really held the

Some _ 5,627,000 
persons in over- 
crowded parts of 
Western Europe are 
termed surplus—in 
Italy, West Germany, 
Greece, Austria, 
Trieste, The Nether- 
lands and Malta. 

Meanwhile, there 
are countries which 
need people to de- 
velop their resources. 

Australia can use 150,000 newcomers a 
year; New Zealand 10,000; Canada 150,- 
000. The United States’ immigration quo- 
tas for the surplus countries’ nationals is 
36,000. Latin America received 140,000 
a year in the last three years. Argentina, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Peru, Ecuador and Para- 
guay indicate future receptivity. 

In the last five years, European migra- 
tion overseas has averaged 600,000 a year 
—a total of 3,000,000. Of this total 1,000,- 
000 D.P.’s had aid and the rest either 
fended for themselves or were moved on 
national programs. 

Appreciating that the present surplus 
populations; economically depressed, are 
likely prey for Communist propaganda, a 
specialized agency associated with the 
United Nations, the International Labor 
Organization, has concerned itself with 
migration. 

Since it was founded in 1919, the Inter- 
national Labor Organization has advocated 
migration as a means of relieving chronic 
unemployment and low-wage standards in 
various parts of the world. 

In pursuance of this policy, the ILO re- 
cently organized a conference at Naples 
which was attended by delegates from 27 
countries as well as observers from the 
Vatican State, Turkey and 10 inter-govern- 
mental organizations. 

At this conference the ILO set forth its 
proposal to move 1,700,000 of the “excess” 
populations during the next five years. 

The proposal met with the approval of 


Senator McCarran 


many of the nations represented, especial- 
ly Britain, West Germany, Norway and 
Denmark, all of which expressed the opin- 
ion that in view of its long experience the 
ILO ought to be selected to do the job. 

“Our chief concern in this matter,” said 
ILO Director General David A. Morse in 
an appeal made before the United Nations 
General Assembly, “is to see that the prob- 
lem is solved before it becomes a major 
element in international tension. 

“It is because of the overriding human- 
itarian consfderations involved and the 
stability which it can help bring to both 
economic and social life that we have giv- 
en special and urgent emphasis in our 
recent work to the problem of migration 
from Europe. 

“We have considered it our duty to urge 
that in solving it the waste and dispersion 
of effort which would be involved in any 
duplication of the existing ILO manpower 
program should be avoided.” 

In the opinion of some observers the 
conference at Naples might have accepted 
the ILO proposal—except for Senator Mc- 
Carran. 

McCarran, who chairs the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee and serves also on the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, had in- 
sisted that any international migration 
agency receiving American aid must “be 
free from any Communist influence.” 

In his interpretation, this meant that 
the agency must not even operate in Com- 
munist countries. ILO, being an interna- 
tional organization in existence since 1919, 
has members in both Eastern and Western 
Europe and thus came under the McCarran 
ban. 


The result was that the Senate-House 
conferees limited the bill’s American con- 
tribution to any migration agency to $10,- 
000,000 and introduced the new test of 
Communist membership as a criterion for 
American dealings with international agen- 
cies. 


The Naples conference, which naturally 
was swayed by the $10,000,000 which the 
United States had to offer, finally adopted 
a program for a far weaker Consultive 
Council on European Migration. This coun- 
cil will study migration needs and make 
suggestions to governments and interna- 
tional or tions. 

Gove ents will try to arrange trans- 
port by themselves. 

This arrangement, says Peter Kihss in 
the New York Herald Tribune, “will be a

THE UNITED STATES AND SPAIN: AN INTERPRETA. 

TION, by Carlton J. H. Hayes. (Sheed & Werd, 

198 pgs., $2.75.) 

The former American Ambassador to 
Spain (1942-1945) and eminent emeritus 
professor of history at Columbia Univer- 
sity, a man who should know better, de- 
parts herewith from the idea that histori- 
cal interpretation should be predicated 
upon fundamental truths. As a result he 
has tendered the public an interpretation 
of contemporary Spanish life and the sig- 
nificance of Spain to the United States 
which is too frequently punctuated by 
specious reasoning, special pleading, dis- 
tortion through faulty comparison, dan- 
gerous generalization, and basic mistate- 
ment of fact. 

Having said that this volume which ap- 
proximates literary lobbying for Franco’s 
Government is a rather shoddy thing, it 
must be added that the third chapter, 
“Contrasting Political Traditions and Ex- 
periences,” wherein the scholarship of the 
author is evident as he sets down a state-

The official thesis has 

been that the success or failure 

of NATO depends on the suc- 

cessful solution of these two 

questions. If that were true, 

then obviously NATO is not suc- 

ceeding as long as those two 

questions are not being settled. 

Yet it is not true, I believe, 

’ that NATO has failed or is fail- 

ing. The NATO which really 

matters is doing pretty well in- 

deed. What has failed or is fail- 

ing are certain unconsidered poli- 

cies which have been imposed 

upon NATO. 


Germans More Numerous. 


NATO is a military alliance. It 
derives its military force from the 
three great powers who belong to 
it—France, Great Britain and the 
United States. France is included 
not as a matter of courtesy, not 
because Paris is a beautiful city 
to visit, not because France is. so 
civilized a nation, but because 
France is an indispensable ally if 
the fundamental purpose of 
NATO is to be carried out. 

The purpose of NATO can be 
carried out only if American mili- 
tary power is made effective 
enough to be deterrent against 
Soviet military expansion any- 
where if Europe and in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Without the full collaboration 
of France in Europe and in North 
Africa our military effectiveness 
would be reduced drastically. 
Under existing technical condi- 
tions of air and sea power, the 
military force we can exert in 
Europe and in the Middle East 
might well—without French col- 
laboration—cease to be a deter- 
rent and become something like a 
raiding force. 

Now the Germans, even the 
Western Germans, are more nu- 
merous than the French. Presum- 
ably, if they were rearmed and 
convinced that they were serving 
Germany, they would produce a 
better army than the French. 


Not the Main Questions. 


Nevertheless, from the point of 
view of NATO, and of the Ameri- 
can capacity to make good the 
NATO guarantee, the collabora- 
tion of the French is incompar- 
ably of greater military impor- 
tance than that of the Germans. 
As a matter of fact, without the 
collaboration of France, it is im- 
possible for the Germans to col- 
laborate at all with the West. 

The German army, if and when 
it comes into being, will be a 
dependent and parasitical force. 
Unless it has the full support of 
France, not much American sup- 
port could reach it—which goes 
to show how fantastic is the no- 
tion held by some that it would 
be possible to substitute Germany 
for France as a mainstay of the 
alliance. 

When we bear it clearly in 
mind how our deterrent military 
power is actua organized for 


The right view, I would contend, 
is not that European unity and 
the German question must be set- 
tled to make NATO successful. 
It is that if NATO is successful 
in its purpose, which is to pre- 
vent the invasion and conquest 
of Europe, then it will be possible 
to promote the unity of Europe, 
an‘ to work out with the Germans 
a future for them in Europe. 


Unity Depends on Peace. 


It was an error to suppose that 
Western Europe could be united 
politically for the purpose of cre- 
ating a European army. The at- 
tempt to create a European army, 
since it involves the rearmament 
of Germany, is disuniting Europe, 
and there has been a notable de- 
terioration in Franco-German re- 
lations ever since the good begin- 
ning of the Schuman Plan was in- 
terrupted by our insistence on 
— rearmament.

Russian Invasion Remote. 


There is, however, an even 
more conclusive proof that the 
success of NATO is not depen- 
dent upon the solution of the 
problem of a European army. The 
proof is that the Germans have 
now so openly and so explicitly 
taken the position that they will 
contribute to NATO only if their 
political terms are met. These 
terms, which are being raised as 
time goes on, come from all 
classes of Germans, including 
those who have personally every- 
thing to lose if the Russians oc- 
cupied ‘Western Germany. 

Could there be a better testi- 
mony to the real success of the 
main purpose of NATO than that 
the Germans should feel it quite 
safe to remain unarmed—in order 
to strike better and better bar- 
gains with their recently adopted, 
and rather over-anxious, Uncle 
Sam? 

The German response to the 
situation is, as I have ventured to 
say before, natural, normal, hu- 
man, no different from that of 
any other people. But it does 
make rather a hash of the thesis 
that the Russians are about to 
invade Western Europe unless 
there are 12 German divisions in 
line to help stop them. 

For the Germans, who would 
be the first to see the invading 
Russians in their homes, seem to 
think so little of the thesis that 
they are taking plenty of time to 
obtain redress for all their griev- 
ances against the West before 
they agree to get ready to do

woods folk declare that the male 
croons a soft love song to the lady 
of his choice. It is also a tradi- 
tional month because of George 
Washington's birthday and, in his 
love for the chase and for his 
horses and hounds, he and his 
genteel Virginia cronies, no doubt, 
celebrated the occasion with a 
rousing chase. 


Any Old Hound Won’t Do. 


Just any hound is not nearly 
good enough for the fox hunter. 
His cattle may be scrubs and his 
hogs ‘razor-backs," but his fox- 
hounds will be pedigreed and 
bred in the purple. He wiil de- 
mand that they also have good 
noses, melodious voices, unlimit- 
ed endurance, and an abiding 
faith that somehow, some way, 
some day they will catch the fox. 
Dogs have been known to stay 
on the trail for as long as 48 
hours and then return home so 
gaunt, sore-footed, and bedraggled 
that their own master could 
hardly recognize them. 


After each hunt, there are al- 
ways lost dogs and the owners 
will spend many hours in the lo- 
cality of the chase, souriding the 
hunting horn in an effort to find 
the missing hounds. Advertise- 
ments will be run in the “lost” 
section of the rural newspapers 
and sizeable rewards offered for 
the return of the dogs. These 
dogs are seldom, if ever, pam- 
pered but they are always well 
fed and comfortably housed. Each 
hunter knows the voice of _his 
hound and those who spend many 
hours together fox chasing 
through the fall and winter 
months can tell you the name 
and owner of every hound that 
gives tongue as they string out 
across the countryside. 

While the dogs come in for 
their share of praise as the hunt- 
ters gather around a roaring 
campfire, the tales that are told 
of the wisdom, cunning and sa- 
gacity of the fox are sagas that 
grow bigger and better by 
the telling and re-telling. Tales 
are told of wily old redcoat resi- 
denters who, according to the 
hunters, actually vill challenge 
the dogs to the chase. They also 
tell of foxes ‘‘spelling” each other 
if the race is long and pressing 
—that one mate will deliberately 
appear in front of the dogs and 
“almost flaunt his brush in the 
hounds’ faces” so that the dogs 
will immediately pursue the new 
and fresh fox while the vixen 
rests. Tales are told of the fox 
jumping on the back of a sheep 
or a cow and riding the startled 
animal for a great distance in 
order to break the trail and 
thereby confuse the dogs. Mules 
and dogs are mortal enemi . and 
the closely pursued fox, according 
to an experienced hunter, likes 
nothing better than to play hide- 
and-seek with the hounds while 
the mules chase the hounds all 
around the pasture. 


It’s All Good Fun. 


Fox hunts are arranged for the 
sole purpose of hearing the 
hounds and for the companion- 
ship and good-natured banter that 
takes place during the chase. Guns 
are never in evidence and most 
fox hunters deplore the catching 
of the fox by the hounds. After 
the fox is started, the hunters will 
course the direction of the chase 
and drive to strategic listening 
places as the race progresses.

State Commissioner of Education, 
gaid here last night. 

Wheeler was a speaker at the 
annual meeting of St. Louis 
county boards of education and 
school administrators, held at 
University City High School, 7401 
Balson avenue. 

The school year of 1957-58 will 


bring 173,000 more pupils ‘into | 


the public elementary and high 
schools of the state than are now 
enrolled, Wheeler said. They 
will require 6415 more class- 
rooms, and teachers for those 
rooms, he added. 

Births in 1936 totaled 55,916 in | 
Missouri, and the estimated total 
for 1951 is 93,000, Wheeler ob- 
served. Enrollment was 559,194) 
in 1948, and is expected to jump 
to 772,000 by 1958, he said. 


In a time when schools need | 


more facilities, less and less is 
aid for them, in comparison to 
ncome of the state's residents, 
Wheeler said. Thus, education 
cost 3.2 per cent of the total of 
individual incomes in 1939, and 
only 2.1 per cent in 1950, he ex- 
plained. 

Teacher. salaries, meanwhile, 
continue to lag behind the aver- 
age for workers under the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Act, he 
asserted.

the national committeeman and 
committeewoman. Thus Truman 
risks much for the sake of an or- 
ganization in a normally Repub- 
lican state. 

Senator Kefauver, enjoying his 
windfall, already has been cam- 
paigning in New Hampshire, will 
spend most of this week there 
and will return there again for 
speech-making before the March 
11 voting. 


FIRST MANILA, TOKYO TALKS

‘6 EET DANNY WILSON” at the FOX is about the rise 
M of a crooner whose career bears some superficial 
aspects to that of Frank Sinatra. As Mr. Sinatra 
plays the lead, this might be considered a masterpiece of 
realistic casting. 

But the scripters have been pretty lazy. 
Just how an unknown singer is built up into 
a national bobby-soxers’ idol by a large out- 
lay of money, a shrewd publicity campaign, 
and that mysterious chemistry of attraction 
and mass hysteria which makes hundreds of 
girls suddenly decide a lean little crooner is 
their dream boat, would make an interesting narrative. 

Instead, the makers have whipped a few surface details 
into a melange with some worn plot cliches and the singing 
of nine songs by Sinatra. Frankie’s singing emerges as the 
only engaging part of the offering. I would say it is his good 
sense of timing, phrasing and rhythm that does it, because the 
timbre quality of his baritone is no better or worse than that 
of dozens of other popular crooners. But whatever it is, he 
does have a knack of putting vibrancy into some familiar 
old songs. 

The Danny Wilson of this epic thinks he’s tough and likes 
to fight, agrees to turn over half his future earnings to a 
night club proprietor with gangster connections in return for 
his first break, and in a short time has the bobby-soxers 
squealing over him. When Shelley Winters decides she loves 
Danny's pal and manager, Mike, (Alex Nicol) rather than 
Danny, the crooner turns from a cocky into an obnoxious lit- 
tle devil, breaks with his friend and gets drunk and ugly at a 
benefit. But when the night club mogul shoots Mike, Danny 
pursues the fellow into the Hollywood ball park and kills him. 

It is interesting to note that Sinatra, who had so many 
people owning parts of him, and parts of parts, that he was 
almost a corporation investment, makes a villain out of the 
guy whe takes half, played with appropriate menace by Ray- 
mond Burr. Can’t blame Frankie. In the film, Burr asks 
Sinatra to turn over $267,000 as half of a year’s earnings. 
You hardly would expect Frankie to regard such a character 


benevolently.

| Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Replacing Storm Window Glass. 


VEN people who find use for 
Eprscticauy everybody and any- 

hing. are stumped with what 
to do with storm windows with- 
out glass in them. Without doubt 
these are the most useless items 
in the world so you'd best get 
busy and replace the glass. 


As this is going to be a cold job, 
take the storm sashes down and 
do the re-glazing indoors where 
you'll both be comfortable. 


Remove any pieces of the old 
glass and remove the putty from 
the recess cut into the wood. 
Give the wood a day or so in 
which to dry and then apply lin- 
seed oil to the recess in which the 
glass fits. 

While you're at it, measure the 


size of the opening, deduct about 
one-eighth inch on each side and 
then get a piece of glass this size 
from your hardware store. 


You'll also need some glazing 
putty, a putty knife and some 
glazier’s points. Return home 
with these articles and apply a 
thin coat of putty to the shoulders 
of the recess. Slip the glass into 


the edges make contact with the 
putty at all points. 


Now install the glazier’s points. 
These are forced into the sides of 
the recess and hélp to hold the 
glass in place. Use a point every 
six inches or so. Drive the points 
in so they'll hold but don’t drive 
‘em too far or they won't do any 
good at all. 


When all the points are on, ap- 
ply a coat of putty to covet the 
joint between glass and outer 
edge of the recess of the frame. 
This must be made to slope so it 
will shed water. Getting the slope 
is something that takes a little 
practice and patience but it can 
be done. 

Allow this coat of putty to dry 
for a day or so indoors and then 
give it a coat, of outside paint. 


When the paint is dry the storm 
window is ready to go outside 
again and do you some good.

Elizabeth II feel certain, however, 
that when she begins to take the 
reins firmly in hand, everything 
will assume a younger, more mod- 
ern look in the highest royal cir- 
cles. As one youthful member 
of the royal household put it, “I 
think the starchy days are past.” 

Palace sources point out that 
Elizabeth, as  heiress-apparent, 
gave every evidence of being ap- 
preciative of the services of some 
of the court veterans, but she 
also drew on younger blood for 

‘ her closest associations. 

It is believed probable that 
Elizabeth gradually will retire the 
old-timers. 

Like her husband, Prince Philip, 
Elizabeth likes to have young peo- 
ple around her, young in ideas as 
well as age. Philip is known to 
hate busybodies and fusspots, and 
his opinions weigh heavily with 
Elizabeth. : 

This does not mean that in any 
sense Elizabeth’s court will be a 
flighty one or that any moral 
looseness will be either encour- 
aged or permitted. The 25-year- 
old Queen while still Princess of 
the realm expressed herself much 
too firmly against moral laxness 
in any form to allow even the 
suggestion that court life under 
her reign will be anything but 
most severely proper. . 

Nevertheless, she is a young 
queen with a young, fun-loving 
husband and both proved in their 
life together at Clarence House 
that their ideas lean toward mod- 
ernism. Thus the modernizing 
of the court is expected to follow 
the same pattern as the royal 
couple laid down at Clarence 
House. 

There they selected two army 
men to help them with their 
duties—Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick 
Browning and Maj. Martin Char- 

eris. 

Browning, a middle-aged hero 
of both World Wars, took over as 
comptroller of the household. “A 
husband and father himself—his 
wife is the famous novelist Daph- 
ne du Maurier—Browning sympa- 
thized with the royal couple’s de- 
sire to live as near as possible a 
normal married life. 

Browning has been criticized by 
some newspapers for what has 
been called “radical and unwise” 
advice to Elizabeth—particularly 
when she followed her sailor hus- 
band to Malta and when she paid 
aecall on Pope Pius at Rome. But 
both Elizabeth and Philip stick 
by him. 

Charteris, Elizabeth's 
secretary, was formerly an intel- 
ligence officer in the Army. 
Only 37, he is a dashing figure 
of a man with a bubbling sense 
of humor. After a trip to North 
America to check details of the 
royal tour, he returned to Clar- 
ence House wearing a 10-gallon 
hat. 

He is a close personal friend of 
Elizabeth and Philip, and his two 
children play with Prince Charles. 

Both Browning and Charteris 
will probably be retained by the 
Queen when she moves to Buck-

This move, however, is not ex- 
pected to take place for many 
months. Elizabeth loves her pres- 
ent home, Clarence House, and 
she would not think of turning 
her mother, Queen Mother Eliza- 
beth, out of Buckingham Palace 
until the latter is good and ready 
to go. ‘ 

Elizabeth’s ladies-in-waiting, a 
young group, will probably follow 
her to the palace, where others 
will be added to help in her great- 
ly expanded duties. 


At present, the Queen has two 
regular ladies-in-waiting, Lady 
Alice Egerton and Lady Margaret 
Hay, who take turns for duty. A 
close personal friend of Eliza- 
beth’s the Honorable Mrs. Andrew 
Elphinstone, sometimes acts as a 
lady-in-waiting. 

Court observers — who recall 
how King Edward VIII, the pres- 
ent Duke of Windsor, modernized 
his court before he abdicated— 
are wondering if Elizabeth will 
follow some of her independent 
uncle’s footsteps. 

No one is quite sure just what 
Elizabeth will do in this regard, 
what specific ideas she may have 
in mind or develop. But those 
who know her are sure that both 
at court and in her influence on 
the nation hers will be a “young 


deal.”

LIZABETH once was. sent 
F sprawiing by a wicked left 

hook swung by her kid sister, 
Princess Margaret. 

Nothing like that ever will 
happen again. Not even a younger 
sister takes a swing at the Queen 
of England. 

On that occasion, when both 
were youngsters, the impish Mar- 
garet slipped salt into her elder 
sister’s tea. Elizabeth slapped 
her, and Margaret retaliated with 


the effective blow that knocked 
the astonished “Lilibet” off her 
feet. 

“Treat your subjects as you 
like,” the young Margaret is re- 
ported to have snapped, “but keep 
your hands off me!” 

Actually, there is a deep affec- 
tion between the sisters. Despite 
their widely differing natures, 
they are closely attached to each 
other, an attachment that will not 
be altered by Elizabeth’s new 
exalted state. 

Their relationship inevitably 
will undergo a change. Where 
Elizabeth before was simply big 
sister, even though heiress-appar- 
ent, she now is the Queen and as 
such, head of the family. Her 
wishes must be respected in all 
matters. 

Elizabeth, as Queen, is certain 
to delegate to Margaret a num- 
ber of official duties, such as 
royal appearances and speeches at 
functions which the Queen her- 
self is unable to attend. 

In this, Margaret undoubtedly 
will be a willing helper. She has 
admitted to friends that although 
many of the official functions 
that come to the lot of a Princess 
bore her, she gets a “big kick” 
out of her public appearances. 
She once remarked: 

“I always feel so very anxious 
not to disappoint people who have 
come to see me, and perhaps 
waited a long time.” 

Like Elizabeth, she has a strong 
feeling of responsibility, a feeling 
that will be increased now as 
she prepares to assist Elizabeth 
in any way she can. ‘She has an 
abiding respect for her older sis- 
ter and in the past has frequently 
told her friends of this admira- 
tion. 

For the first time, Britain has 
two living Queens in addition to 
the sovereign—the Queen Grand- 
mother, Mary, and Queen Mother,

ODAY, to resent something is 
T to take exception to it. “Re- 

sentment” is the feeling of 
displeasure or indignation aroused 
by a certain action on the part 
of someone else. And this is an 
illustration of the word as a roll- 
ing stone which not only gathers 
moss but changes color! 

Not so long ago, in fact well 
into the seventeenth century, 
when English was on its way to 
the modern idiom, Sir Thomas 
Browne wrote about something 
“favorably resented” — meaning 
“favorably received!” 

All this begins to clarify when 
you know that “resent,” which is 
from the French “ressentir,” is 
made up of the Latin prefix “re,” 
back with “sentire,” to feel. | 

Literally this would connote the 
sense of react. As a matter of 
face, “ressentir” is in use in 
French today with the signif- 
icance of “to feel,” to experience, 
to manifest, as well as “to resent” 
in our sense of the word. 

It is interesting to speculate 
on how a term meaning essential- 
ly “to react” should have taken 
on this coloration of “to react un- 
favorably,” how the “resentment” 
that was “reception” became “dis- 
pleasure” or indignation. It would 
seem to imply a high degree of 
dissatisfaction, down the cen- 
turies, in human affairs!

HE two men in Elizabeth's 

family also are heading into 

vastly changed lives, Prince 
Philip, as the Queen’s consort, 
is plunged into the midst of a 
regal regimen that will govern 
his every move for the rest of 
his life. 

The fun-loving Philip has pre- 
pared himself, however, for what 
lies ahead. He has worked hard 
to ready himself for the role of 
consort. So much has been writ- 
ten of Philip’s lighter side, his 
love of fast cars, parties, and the 
like, that it may not be generally 
recognized, at least in America, 
that he has a serious nature, too. 

He is deeply interested in edu- 
cation and may make his in- 
fluence felt in Britain in this 
field. Before he married Eliza- 
beth, he told a group of friends 
that his generation, “though rea- 
sonably well-schooled, is proba- 
bly the worst-educated of this 
age.”’* 

For three-year-old Bonnie 
Prince Charles, though he still is 
too young to be aware of it, the 
entire world changed when his 
mother became Queen. For now 
he is first in line to the British 
throne, and everything he does 
will be channeled in the one di- 
rection of preparing him for 


kingship. 


For still a little while, he prob- 
ably will be just a boy and not 
realize that he is different from 
any other youngster. He has his 
own playmates, including his 
baby sister, Princess Anne, Prince 
Richard of Gloucester, Prince 
Michael of Kent, and various 
other sons and daughters of his 
parents’ relatives and friends. 


But very early his education as 
a King will begin. Probably 
when he is five, and not later 
than six, Charles will be given a 
tutor. And from then on a life 
of application and study lies be- 
fore him, with his every wish 
or desire subject to the demands 
of being a royal heir. 


For Elizabeth II, for all her 
loved ones, a new way of life has 
begun. The tradition of 1100 
years lies upon them, a tradition 
weighted by the Englishman’s 
love of country and his country’s 
royal house. 

As she enters upon her reign, 
putting behind her anything and 
everything that interferes with 
her royal duty, Elizabeth may 
well remember the words of her 
grandfather, George V. He said 
of the British royal household: 

“We are a firm, not a family.”

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You need 90, and have just 
drown. As usual in Samba, you 
could make the 90-point meld 
without great strain—2-A-A, plus 
your other deuce and any one of

o it? 


The answer given for a pre- 
vious hand was yes—but that 
time, one of your melds was a 
three-card sequence, J-10-9, 
‘which would be a start toward a 
samba. In this case, melding 
would give you no start for a 
samba, and would remove from 
your hand at least one pair of 
cards that might be of later value 
in adding to a sequence started 
by your partner. 


It must be remembered that a 
samba, the seven-card sequence 
that ranks as a canasta and 
counts 1500 points, will often 
dominate the strategy of the 
game. This is only one of many 
cases in which you might choose 
to meld a sequence, but would 
delay for two or three rounds 
before melding a pair. 

Question: My partner melded 
out of turn (it was really my 
turn to play) and the opponents 
claimed a penalty of 100 points. 
Are they entitled to them? 

Answer: Yes. This is one of 
the few situations remaining in 
the laws where a point penalty 
is exacted.
